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Truth

Text: St. John 18:38 
WHAT IS TRUTH? 

This question was asked of Jesus by 
Pilate, the Roman officer, who later, 
after much persuasion of the Jewish 
church officials, condemned and surren- 
dered Him to them to be crucified. 

The value and virtue of truth cannot 
be overestimated, whether pertaining to 
things temporal or eternal. It is one of 
the fundamental ingredients that God’s 
guaranteed recipe contains in answer to 
the question, “Lord, who shall abide in 
thy tabernacle? who shall dwell in thy 
holy hill? . . . He that speaketh the 
truth in his heart.” 

Sin and depravity always have been, are 
now, and always will be an enemy of 
truth. So far-reaching has the effect of 
sin and transgression become in past ages 
that God was tempted. to destroy human- 
ity entirely. God looked down from heav- 
en upon the children of men to see if 
there were any that did understand 
(know the truth), that did seek God. 
Psa. 14:2; 53:2. " 

Isaiah weaves into his message to Israel 
a repetition of these findings and says in 
part, “Your lips have spoken lies, your 
tongue hath muttered perverseness. None 
calleth for justice, nor any pleadeth for 
truth. They trust in vanity and speak 
lies. Truth is fallen in the street and 
equity cannot enter.” Isa. 59. Then, the 
dear old evangelistic, weeping prophet ap- 
pears and begins to cry out, “Oh, that 
my head were waters, and mine eyes a 
fountain of tears . . . Oh, that I had in 
the wilderness a lodging place of way- 
faring men... They bend their 
tongues like their bow for lies; but they 
are not valiant for the truth upon the 
earth.” Jer. 9:1-3. 

I do not pretend to say that truth is 
as wanton today as it ever was, but I do 
fear that we are fast approaching an age 
that will be almost as void of God and 
truth as it was in that day that God 
looked down from heaven upon the chil- 
dren of men to see if there were any that 
did understand, that did seek God. The 
flood, or earth’s baptism of water, and 
preservation of Noah and his family, was 
God’s first way of dealing with that kind 
of situation; the sending of His only be- 
gotcen Son full of grace and truth was 
another but the next will be the second 
coming of His only begotten Son and the 
preservation of the saints of God who 
have obeyed and possessed the truth, and 
earth’s baptism of fire. 

At St. John 17:17 Jesus prays for His 
apostles and all believers and calls upon 
His Father to “sanctify them through 
thy truth, thy word is truth.” 


It might be well to notice that the 
man who asked the question of our text 
didn’t wait: for any answer at all when 
he asked this, but went out unto the Jews 
and declared unto them, “I find in him 
no fault at all.” 

The epistle of the Apostle John deals 
very extensively with the matter of 
truth. Without any lengthy preliminar- 
ies, He began thus, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God. The same 
was in the beginning with God..... 
And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, (and we beheld his glory, the 
glory as of the only begotten of the Fa- 
ther,) full of grace and truth . . . For 
the law was given by Moses, but grace 
and truth came by Jesus Christ.” St. John 
1st chapter. Therefore, we at once con- 
clude that Jesus Christ, here on earth, 
was 


TRUTH AND SPIRIT, PERSONIFIED 

Moving on to-the fourteenth chapter 
of the Epistle of John, at verse 6 Jesus 
declares Himself to be the way, the truth, 
and the life, and at verse 17, upon cer- 
tain conditions of obedience, He assures 
His apostles that they will receive the 
promised Comforter, even the Spirit of 
truth; at verse 26 He declares this Com- 
forter, Spirit of truth, to be none other 
than the Holy Ghost, and further on in 
the following chapter and 26th verse de- 
clares He says that when this Comforter, 
Spirit of truth (Holy Ghost), did come 
that it would testify of Him and they 
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would bear witness (or evidence). Im- 
mediately following this He prays that 
prayer of all prayers. Next He goes with 
them into the garden of Gethsemane 
where Ble is taken, first to Annas, fa- 
ther-in-law of Caiaphas, the high priest. 
Next he is sent, bound, unto Caiaphas 
and from Caiaphas to the judgment hall 
before Pilate. After several consultations 
among Pilate, the Jews and Jesus, Jesus 
boldly declares to Pilate that His mission 
in this world was to bear witness unto 
the truth. This bold declaration wrung 
the question from Pilate. 


WHAT IS TRUTH? 

Well, since truth in its broadest sense 
is that that is the absolute true facts of 
whatsoever might be under consideration, 
we will only endeavor further in this 
article to Biblically define the question. 
What is truth as pertaining to the gift 
and graces of the Biblical, New Testa- 
ment Church. We hear much of late 
from the pulpit and radio and much of it 
is very, very far from TRUTH. 

We will begin our search for truth in 
the first and second chapters of the Acts 
of the Apostles. First, we notice that 
some claim that no one but the twelve 
apostles received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit on the day of Pentecost, that the 
one hundred twenty that had been as- 
sembled in the upper room prior to the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit were not 
present at the outpouring, merely because 
none are personally referred to on that 
special day, and that Peter is referred to 
as standing up with the eleven and lift- 
ing up His voice and saying unto them 
. ... But, the truth is that the first 
chapter of Acts tells about the one hun- 
dred twenty all being present when a

“Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, and 
get thee down to the floor: but make not 
thyself known.” Ruth 3:3. 

Clear, definite, almost startling, falls 
the imperative instructions of Naomi un- 
to her daughter-in-law. From out the 
pagan unbelief of Moab and over the 
mount of consecration, the feet of Ruth 
had trudged each willing mile unto the 
gentle, waving, peaceful, harvest fields 
of Bethlehem.

I. 

Oh yes, dear one, you have been very 
busily employed from dawn till now. 
You have gleaned and garnered in the 
field, busy with this and that, rushing 
here and there, feeling the harvest field 
would stop if it were not for your impor- 
tance. You have been so busy; it seemed 
to thee I could not manage if it were not 
for your toiling. Come thou child, can’t 
you see that is the very reason thou must 
wash thyself? Wash from the sense of 
your own importance, from the sense of 
your own goodness and from your labors; 
wash from the sense of what you have 
done, who are you and what have you 
accomplished. Wash away the dust of 
the harvest field and get thee down in

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Jesus’ Return For His People or 
the Church 


‘And while they looked stedfastly to- 
ward heaven as he went up, behold, two 
men stood by them in white apparel; 
which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? this 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like manner 
as ye have seen him go into heaven,” 
Picts 1:20, Tt. 

Our text refers to Jesus’ coming back 
on the clouds of heaven to catch away 
those who are ready to meet Him. Some 
seem not to understand the Scriptures 
and they think that there will be only 
one appearing of Jesus in the future and 
that will be when He comes to reign a 
thousands years. This is made very plain 
in Rev. 19:11-16. But our message today 
is on His coming to take His people out 
of the world of trouble. 

The Old Testament prophets’ foreview 
of His coming was mostly concerning 
His birth and rejection. Often passages in 
the Bible blend in one the two different 
aspects of His coming, but in studying 
the Scriptures closely we feel sure we will 
be able to show that His next appearance 
will be to take a special people out of the 
world of trouble. The Old Testament 
prophets themselves were perplexed about 
the seeming contradiction of scriptures 
concerning His coming. This was partial- 
ly cleared away by the Messiah being born 
of a virgin. Isa. 7:14. 

“And if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, there ye 
may be also,” John 14:3. 

Jesus is here comforting His disciples 
and those who had followed Him, telling 
them He would come again and receive 
them unto Himself. It seems that the dis- 
ciples didn’t fully comprehend His say- 
ings until after He arose again, but this 
scripture has direct reference to His com- 


ing to catch away His people. So often 
Jesus said things to His followers con- 
cerning His coming to catch away His 
people and they passed them up lightly 
and didn’t seem to know the meaning. 


“Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live. For as 
the Father hath life in himself; so hath 
he given to the Son to have life in him- 
self; And hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also, because he is the 
Son of man. Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all that are 
in the graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth; they that have done 
good, unto the resurrection of life; and 
they that have done evil, unto the resur- 
rection of damnation,” John 5:25-29. 


This scripture refers to two resur- 
rections. At Jesus’ coming back to catch 
His people away only the righteous dead 
will hear His voice and come forth, and 
it is at this time that He will reward 
those who have been faithful. Verse 29 
infers that some will come forth that are 
evil and we are sure this refers to the 
last or white throne judgment when all 
the wicked dead that have lived will be 
resurrected. We are sure that the Scrip- 
tures bear us out in the thought that 
the righteous dead will be resurrected 
one thousand years, at least, before the 
wicked dead are resurrected. 


“For if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also which sleep 
in Jesus will God bring with him. For 
this we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: then 
we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord,” 1 
Thess. 4:14-17. 

This scripture sets forth more clearly 
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than any passage in the Pauline Epistles 
that Jesus will descend and raise the 
sleeping dead and change the living 
saints. This is a glorious expectation of 
the Church and there is nothing so dear 
to Christians as this glorious hope that 
there will come a time when Christ will 
come back and bring to the saints that 
glorious victory and blessing for which 
they have toiled. I am sure that only 
those who are made holy by the indwell- 
ing Spirit will go with Jesus at this time. 
It will pay us to be careful about our 
conversation and not allow anything to 
turn us aside from following after Him. 


“For our conversation is in heaven; 
from whence also we look for the Sav- 
iour, the Lord Jesus Christ: who shall 
change our vile body, that it may be 
fashioned like unto his glorious body, 
according to the working whereby he is 
able even to subdue all things unto him- 
self,” Phil. 3:20, 21. 


I am sure there is nothing that we 
should be as careful about as our con- 
versation, and in fact, our general Chris- 
tian life should be carefully guarded. 
Verse 21 tells us that our vile bodies, 
that is, our fleshly bodies, will be changed 


at that time, and will be fashioned like - 


unto His glorious body. 

“But of that day and hour knoweth 
no man, no, not the angels of heaven, 
but my Father only. But as the days of 
Noe were, so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be. For as in the days 
that were before the flood they were 
eating and drinking, marrying and giv- 
ing in marriage, until the day that Noe 


entered into the ark, and knew not until - 


the flood came, and took them all away; 
so shall also the coming of the Son of 
man be. Then shall two be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the other left. 
Two women shall be grinding at the 
mill; the one shall be taken, and _ the 
other left. Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth come. 
But know this, that if the goodman of 
the house had known in what watch the 
thief would come, he would have 
watched, and would not have suffered 
his house to be broken up. Therefore be 
ye also ready: for in such an hour as ye 
think not the Son of man cometh. Who 
then is a faithful‘and wise servant, whom 
his lord hath made ruler over his house- 
hold, to give them meat in due season? 
Blessed is that servant, whom his lord 
when he cometh shall find so doing. 
Verily I say unto you, That he shall make 
him ruler over all his goods. But and if 
that evil servant shall say in his heart, 
My lord delayeth his coming; and shall 
begin to smite his fellowservants, and to 
eat and drink with the drunken; the lord 
of that servant shall come in a day when 
he looketh not for him, and in an hour 
that he is not aware of, and shall cut him

World conditions show that the great 
apostasy foretold in the Scriptures has 
fast developed. “Dawn” quotes D. W. 
Langridge as saying in the “Christian 
World,” Russia turned away from the 
faith and loudly trumpets abroad her 
Atheism. Italy, also, has adopted a new 
religion which they call Fascism, in 
which the place of God is taken by the 
state, and that obedience which used to 
be claimed for Him is now, under duress, 


_ claimed by the state. And as much may 


be said of Germany’s Nazism. Thus we 
see apostasy rampant. Perhaps heathenism 
would be the more accurate word. Great 
men and great nations turning away 
from Christianity officially and deliber- 
ately.

To judge by externals is to test the 
gold by the way it glitters; when, real- 
ly, the only place to prove the pure metal 
is in the refiner’s crucible. 

The Lord not only said, ““Go and do,” 
but He furnishes the grace and power 
that men need to go where He bids and 
to do what He commands. 


Hanged by His Own Rope 


Recently a young adventurous climb- 
er, with a rope tied about himself, at- 
tempted to climb Mt. Breakneck, a very 
dangerous mountain in New York State. 
This rope, of course, was his means of 
safety. When at the most dangerous point 
on the mountain the wind blew him off. 
The rope became entangled about his 
neck and he was strangled to death as 
he hung by the rope 1200 feet in the air.

How Will the Jews Remember 
Hitler 


Dr. L. S. Bauman told the following 
story at a meeting of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Premillennial Association: 

Hitler wished to ascertain the feelings 
of his subjects, and summoned unto him- 
self men typical of all elements in the 
population, among them a_ patriarchal 
rabbi. All those in his presence outdid 
themselves in praising him and his works, 
but only the rabbi was silent and brood- 
ing, so that at last Hitler became an- 
noyed and demanded to know of the Jew 
what he was doing. Whereto the rabbi 
replied that he was thinking deeply of an 
important problem, and upon the Fueh- 
rer’s insistence the Jew finally revealed 
his thoughts: 

“It is thus, your highness. Once upon 
a time the Jews were tortured by Pha- 
raoh in Egypt and he was smitten for it 
and in remembrance of that day we now 
eat matzoh. Later the Jews were perse- 
cuted by a tyrant named Haman, who 
was at length hanged, and in remem- 
brance thereof we eat hamantash. And I 
sit here pondering, your highness, what 
we shall eat in remembrance of you.”— 
Prophecy. 

We must not be deceived by appear- 
ances but be sustained by promises. When 
Jacob looked upon Joseph’s coat which 
had been brought to him, he should have 
said, “I see the coat that is covered with 
blood. I hear the report of the death of 
Joseph, but, Lord, I believe thy word, thy 
promises concerning the greatness and 
the glory of my son.

First, I wish to call your attention to 
the many glorious, old time, Pentecostal 
revivals in progress throughout the na- 
tion—some of the greatest in many years, 
revivals where the fire of God’s blessings 
fall, melting away oppositions, defeat- 
ing demons, and the old devil, giving the 
ministers power with God, whose mes- 
sages are freighted with the blessed 
anointing of the Holy Ghost so that the 
Word preached is effective. Saints are de- 
livered from the old, binding, cold, in- 
different spirits, which destroy their joy 
and usefulness. Yes, I mean real deliver- 
ance which restores their happy, glorious 
liberty and‘ freedom in the service, to 
shout the praises of God; to get under 
soul-travailing burdens, where they can 
more successfully help to bring souls to 
genuine fellowship with the Lord. 
Mothers, fathers, we need that victory, 
that burden, that true love, and unless 
we get it our precious boys and girls will 
slip right through our fingers to hell. 
My soul cries out to God, “Oh, give us 
more old time revivals.” 


REPORTING: More and better re- 
ports are coming from most everywhere. 
In fact, more ministers reporting now 
than in the whole history of the Church. 
The first six months of this Assembly 
year, compared with the corresponding 
six months of last year, show a remark- 
able gain in the various departments. 
The average number of ministers report- 
ing monthly, 1,776. Number of sermons 


preached since the Assembly, 112,502; 


number converted, 19, 717. This is a gain 
over the first six months 6f. last year of 
2,361; number filled with the Holy 
Ghost, 7,771, which is a gain over last 
year of 478. Since the Assembly. there 
have been 7,173 added’ to the Church. 
(Incidently, we did not check the records 


on the number reporting, number of ser-" 


mons preached and the number added to 
the Church for the same period last 
year. ) 

FINANCE: The finance is still com- 
ing in good in general for the various de- 
partments of the Church. TITHES: For 
the first six months of last Assembly 
year we received $22,586.77. For the 
same period this year we received $28,- 
639.50, which is an increase over last 
year’s high record by $6,052.73 or a 


26.8% increase. 


AGED MINISTERS: The first six 
months of last assembly year we received 
$5,015.75. For the same period this year 
we received $5,316.10 which is an in- 
crease of $300.35 or an increase of 5.9% 
over last year. 


MISSIONS: Under the same compari- 
son our missions show a decrease this year, 
over the same period of last year, of $3,- 
484.91. The Assembly, you understand, 
asked that one-half of the convention of - 
ferings be retained in the states, and inci- 
dently, I know of one state where, I un- 
derstand, the part for foreign missions of 
the district offerings is near $1,000.00 
and we are to receive a check shortly for 
the full sum; however, this would not 
be sufficient to make up this difference, 
but there might be others who have not 
sent in their part on the foreign missions, 
from the district conventions. 

ORPHANAGE: Cash receipts for the 
first six months is $10,333.36, which 
represents a gain over the same period of 
last year, of $1,738.02. This is indeed a 
nice increase and does not include the 
special offering for the orphanage taken 
Easter Sunday. 

PUBLISHING HOUSE: We are not 
able at this period of the year to deter- 
mine the amount of profits actually 
made. The number of Evangel subscrip- 
tions for this year is the highest it has 
been in many years. March 3, we had 
8,073, which is 1,522 gain over May 12, 
last year, and almost doubles the sub- 
scriptions of three years ago, which num- 
ber May 12, 1936 was 4,308. 

LIGHTED PATHWAY: We are in- 
deed delighted to see this department 
register such a wonderful increase. For 
fivé months this year cash received is 
$3,856.27 which is a gain of $1,947.11, 
or more than doubles the amount of cash 
received for the same period last year. 
The circulation of March, 1938 was 
7,500; for March, 1939 it was 20,000, 
which is a gain of 12,500 papers in one 
year. This represents 16673% increase 
over last year. Truly this is marvelous in- 
deed. May God continue to bless our 
young people, Sister Harrison and _ all 
others, who through their co-operation 
has made this paper the wonderful suc- 


cess and blessing it is to the many thou- 
sands, and may it ever continually grow. 


RETROSPECTIVE VIEW 
It is indeed wonderful when we think 
of the progress the Church of God has 
made in recent years, and I feel that you 
would appreciate the information from 
our records concerning same. 


CHURCHES: In 1938 we had on rec- 
ord 1,760, in 1935 1,413, or a gain of 
11578% average churches each year. 
But, take a glance ten years ago; in 
1928 we had only 789 churches. Com- 
pared with 1938 shows 971 churches, or 
an average of 97.1 churches gained each 
year. 

MINISTERS: (Bishops, Deacons and 
Evangelists) In 1938 we had 2,834, in 
1935 we had 2,304, which is a gain of 
530 in three years, or ten years ago we 
had only 1,239, so you can clearly see 
that we have almost doubled our number 
of ministers in the last ten years. 


MEMBERSHIP: In 1938 we had 64,- 
215, an increase of 14,571, or a gain of 
4,857 each year. But taking a glance at 
ten years ago we only had 24,332. This 
represents a gain of 39,883 members in 
ten years, or an average increase of 3,988 
members every year. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS: 1938 we had 
1,447. In 1935 we had 1,063, an increase 
of 384 or 128 each year. In 1928 we had 
only 579, which is a gain in ten years of 
868 Sunday Schools. This by far doubles 
the number of Sunday Schools, or a gain 
of 86.8 Sunday Schools each year. 


AVERAGE ATTENDANCE in Sunday 
Schools. In 1938 we had 72,313. In 1935 
we had 52,942, a gain of 19,371 or an 
average increase of 6,457 each year for 
the last three years. In 1928 our average 
attendance was only 23,263. This shows 
a gain of 49,050 more attendance in 
Sunday Schools than ten years ago. 


LOCAL CHURCH PROPERTY AP- 
PROXIMATE VALUE: In 1938 our 
records show we have $1,515,467.00 
worth of property. In 1935 the value 
was $896,845.00, a gain in three years of 
$618,622.00, which is over $206,207.00 
a year increase in church property value. 
In 1928, ten years ago, our property 
value was $424,017.00. This makes a 
total gain for ten years of $1,091,451.00. 


The total sum of value of the local 
churches and the general Church proper- 
ty in 1938 was $1,689,267.00. 


MISSIONS: Will you please take an- 
other glance at our missions? In 1938 
our missions were located in: some twelve 
foreign countries. Our offerings totaled 
$28,583.89 for the short year. The sun 
never sets on the mission work of the

A Visit to Saskatchewan, Canada 
F. W. LEMons 


I have just returned from a very pleas- 
ant visit to the South Saskatchewan Bible 
School, and the Churches of God at Con- 
sul and Robsart, Sask. During the two 
weeks I spent with the Bible School and 
the precious people, in what will seem to 
many of our Evangel readers as that 
far-away northern country, I had _ the 
privilege of becoming better acquainted 
with our neighbors on the north, and of 
reaching a better, more appreciative un- 
derstanding of our Canadian brethren 
and their zeal to advance the cause of 
the Master in their territory. A similar 
visit would provide a lesson in earnest- 
ness, devotion and _ perseverance that 
would be a boon to many a churchman 
who has lost his zeal. 

I had gone to Havre, Montana, via 
train, and the overseer of our work in the 
Province of Saskatchewan, Brother Max 
Brandt, drove down from Consul, a dis- 
tance of about seventy miles, to meet me. 
It was a difficult drive and Brother 
Brandt and Brother Joe Reeser, who ac- 
companied him, had driven through snow 
and, in some places, opened the road 
where no car had driven since the win- 
ter snows had fallen. Only after consid- 
erable effort were they able to get a car 
through at all. 

On the evening of my arrival I was 
taken out in the country to a Y. P. E. 
service. Presumably, this was the first 
service conducted at this place—a pri- 
vate home—since last fall. It was de 
cided, now that the weather had moder- 
ated and was now only approximately 
ten degrees below zero, that it was a good 
time to go there for a service, although 
the trip involved opening a new road 
through the snow. That means shoveling 
snow in some places, pushing and pulling 
cars out of snowdrifts. Brother Brandt, 
the overseer, did his part of pushing, pull- 
ing and shoveling, so we reached the 
place of meeting, and had an exception- 
ally interesting and profitable meeting. 
Part of the meeting consisted of a scrip- 
ture quoting contest. According to their 
plan, their verses were to begin with let- 
ters, M, N, O. One can imagine my sur- 
prise when it was learned that a number 
of them had quoted as many as fifty 
verses. I learned that this was not an un- 
usual thing for them. 

Then Brother Brandt and I went to 
Robsart to the Bible School, where we 
were received with open arms by Brother 
J. W. Bruce, the superintendent, and all 
the teachers and students. It was really 
a happy meeting. Some of the students 
and teachers had been to the Northwest 
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Bible and Music Academy, and, of course, 
they were not strangers. The others were 
not strangers long. 

We visited the classes and were im- 
pressed with the amount of work the 
students were doing and the earnestness 
with which they worked. There were no 
drones among them. Highly intelligent 
and studious though they are, they were 
not neglecting the spiritual phase of 
Bible School life. They were much given 
to prayer, prayer at meals, before and 
after classes, at chapel, and then a prayer 
chain. Needless to say, God was among 
them. 

Brother Bruce, the superintendent, is 
a very precious and happy old brother, 
about seventy years of age. He has taught 
languages and other subjects in various 
colleges for twenty years, but having re- 
ceived the Baptism of the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence according to Acts 2:4, 
he is content to cast his lot with the 
Church of God and devote his experience 
and talents to training young lives for 
service in promoting the full gospel. 

Through his efforts and co-operation 
the Church has purchased a former 
hospital building, which is now be- 
ing used for a schoel building. Situated 
at the edge of town, it is ideal for Bible 
School for the present and a few years 
to come. 

I have visited several Bible Schools, but 
never have I been to one with such a 
sumptuous bill of fare. I was amazed 
to find such variety, such choice meats 
and desserts on the daily menu. All this in 
view of the fact that board, room and 
tuition amounted to only about $12.00 
per month. It showed something of the 
liberality and generosity of the good peo- 
ple of Canada, and their unstinted co- 
operation in making the school a success. 


The commencement service, the first 
in the history of the school, came on the 
night of March 24, and was conducted 
in the town hall. With considerable ef- 
fort the people came from many miles 
around to attend this unusual service, 
and to witness the graduation. Some 
came in cars, some on train, others with 
teams, but they were not disappointed. I 
challenge any Bible School to present a 
finer, more spiritual program. Brother 
Mervyn McLuhan directed the music, 
Brother Wm. Morrison gave a brief his- 
tory of the Church of God; there were 
quartets, instrumental numbers, vocal 
solos, and then the valedictory address by 
Sister Florence Bachman. 

The undisputed climax came with the 
awarding of the diplomas by Brother 
Bruce. I am sure those present will long 
remember that scene, and that the grad- 
uates can never forget the impressive, 
concise, yet elegant and fatherly little 
speeches from their patriarchal old super- 
intendent, when each came forward for 
his diploma. One could see by his tears 
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that he was moved profoundly, yet he 
was exhilarant. The tense feeling spread 
like a prairie fire over the audience. I pre- 
sume none escaped the effect of it. There 
was joy amid tears. 

But best of all these graduates did not 
feel that their striving was over. It was 
gratifying to hear of their plans for the 
future. When I left they were planning 
to go out in companies to invade new 
fields—fields which seem  uninviting, 
even forbidding—only for the fact that 
the Spirit has spoken to them concern- 
ing the lost and wandering in those 
fields. There will be little prospects for 
material remuneration, I am certain, but 
by the time you are reading this, they 
will be on the front lines. What can stop 
those into whose hearts has come the 
power that raised their Lord. from the 
dead? 

Brother Brandt is doing some fine 
work in Canada as a leader of a great 
people, though they be few in number, 
but in my estimation his greatest and 
most promising work is advising, assist- 
ing, encouraging those young students in 
their new work. We have reason to ex- 
pect, in view of their zeal and courage to 
work for their Master, that a new era has 
dawned for the Church of God in West- 
ern Canada. The annals of the future 
will tell it.

successor to Judas was selected, and men- 
tions women as being a part of the throng 
of one hundred and twenty and Mary the 
mother of Jesus is personally referred to. 
The first chapter closes with the selection 
made in the presence of all this one hun- 
dred twenty and the second chapter be- 
gins by saying, ““And when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come they were all 
with one accord in one place.” 
WHO WAS ALL? 

This is a point of controversy. Those 
who want to minify the spiritual power 
of the Church are ready to pervert and 
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strain every point of scripture they pos- 
sibly can to mislead people to think that 
nobody but the twelve apostles ever re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
I say that the ALL that is referred to at 
Acts 2:1 are the entire one hundred 
twenty that were present at the corona- 
tion of Matthias for the very fact this 
entire crowd is referred to all along as it 
leads up to the following declaration: 
“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were ALL with one ac- 
cord in one place” (and not in two or 
more different places when the day was 
fully come). But this is not the only 
proof we offer to prove there were more 
than the twelve apostles present on this 
wonderful occasion. 


A FULFILLMENT OF PROPHECY 


Peter (Acts 2:16) declares the oc- 
casion to be a fulfillment of Joel’s pro- 
phecy. “But this is that which was spok- 
en by the prophet Joel.” “And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh: and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy . . . And on my servants 
and on my handmaidens I will pour out 
in those days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy,” vv. 17, 18. 

Get around that if you can. If no one 
but the twelve apostles (male) were 
present, the occasion could not have been 
the fulfillment of Joel’s prophecy as 
Peter declared it to be, for the very fact 
that daughters and handmaidens are in- 
cluded in this promise. Then, again, I re- 
fer you to Acts 1:14, 15. “These all con- 
tinued with one accord in prayer and 
supplication, with the women, and Mary 
the mother af Jesus, and with His breth- 
ren. And in those days Peter stood up in 
the midst of the disciples, and said, (the 
number of names together were about an 
hundred and twenty).” 


DID IT CEASE HERE? 

Are these one hundred twenty all that 
ever received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit? Certainly not. ‘““While Peter yet 
spake these words the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the word . . . for 
they heard them speak with tongues and 


.magnify God.” Some say, “Yes, but at 


Pentecost they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and here at Cornelius’ place 
the Holy Ghost only fell on them.” Yes, 
that is true, but you will notice that the 
effect is the same, and Peter classed the 
two occasions identically the same. Im- 
mediately following the occasion at Cor- 
nelius’ house the apostles and elders in 
Judea called Peter in question about it, 
and we quote his satisfactory explana- 
tion: “And as I began to speak the Holy 
Ghost fell on them as on us at the begin- 
ning . . . for as much then as God gave 
them the like gift as He did unto us .. . 
what was I that I could withstand God. 
When they heard these things they held 
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their peace and glorified God,” Acts 11: 
15-17. Would to God we had a people in 
this day that knew when to hold their 
peace, but such as we have today are an- 
other fulfillment of prophecy,—‘“Ever 
learning and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth,” 2 Tim. 3:7. 


But another explains it all away (they 
think) by saying these gifts and graces 
were had only by the twelve apostles and 
it was by and through them only that 
these graces were set in the Church, us- 
ing as a proof 1 Cor. 12:28, “And God 
hath set some in the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then gifts 
of healings, helps, governments, diversi- 
ties of tongues.” Well— 


WHAT IS THE TRUTH 


Pertaining to this special teaching? It 
is exactly this: In the first place, let me 
call your attention to the fact that this 
is a letter by the Apostle Paul to the 
Church of God at Corinth, written sev- 
eral years after Pentecost, and not a sys- 
tem of codes and decrees suggested by 
those in authority as a guide to the 
Church when it did start. Beginning 
with the twelfth division of this letter 
he says, “Now concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you ignor- 
ant.” 


Now you will please bear in mind that 
the subject of the Church of God at 
Corinth, having the spiritual gifts in it, 
is the one under consideration. At verse 
4 he says there are diversities of gifts 
(different) but the same Spirit (or giv- 
er); to one is given wisdom, to another 
the word of knowledge, to another faith, 
to another the gifts of healing, to another 
the working of miracles, to another 
prophecy, to another discerning of spirits, 
to another divers kinds of tongues, to 
another interpretation of tongues, divided 
to every man severally (here and there) 
as He will. Further on he says, ““Now ye 
are the body of Christ, and members in 
particular.” And God hath set the gifts 
of the Spirit in it (Church of God at 
Corinth). Next, He further explains by 
asking, Do all of you have the same gift? 
and so on, “but covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and YET shew I unto you a 
MORE EXCELLENT WAY.” At this 
juncture Paul introduces His VERSION 
of the best gift of all of them, also his 
estimation of the value of having any 
one or more of them (that you might 
have), clothed with charity, and con- 
tinues, 


“Though I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels . . . and have the 
gift of prophecy, ... have all faith, 
give my body to be burned, and have not 
charity it profiteth me nothing.” Then 
he follows with charity does this and 
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that, and so and so, and never fails, and 
the thought continues that all gifts will 
either fail, cease, expire and serve their 
purpose, and of course they will. Just as 
we will need no sun or moon to lighten 
the city, for the glory of God and the 
Lamb will lighten it, neither will we have 
any place or need for the gift of tongues, 
prophecy or divine healing, but charity 
will just be entering into its most blessed 
unhindered realm. Then, very quickly 
and thoughtfully, the apostle asserts, 
“Follow after charity, and desire 


“SPIRITUAL GIFTS, 


“But rather that ye may prophesy,” 
or in other words, I would prefer the 
gift of prophecy to the gift of tongues. I 
think it the best of the two. Then he pro- 
ceeds to give his reason for preferring 
the one to the other. All right, if Paul 
is discussing the better and more useful 
of the two, surely he is none the less ad- 
mitting the reality of both. He says one 
is for one purpose, and the other, another. 
The gift of prophecy is by far the most 
advantageous unless the one having the 
gift of tongues has also the gift of inter- 
pretation. 


“Oh but,” says someone, “Paul is here 
differentiating between the gift of 
prophecy and the gift of speaking in an 
intelligent though a foreign dialect and 
not a meaningless jibber jabber that no 
one knows anything about.” Well, let’s 
see. Maybe that is just what you have 
learned to say about it. Turn with me to 
the beginning of this differentiating be- 
tween the two gifts. 1 Cor. 14:1-4, 
“Follow after charity, and desire spiritual 
gifts, but rather that you prophesy. For 
(Reason No. 1) he that speaketh in an 
unknown tongue (referring to the two 
gifts) speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God; for no man understandeth him; 
howbeit in the spirit he speaketh mys- 
teries.” (Reason No. 2) The man with 
the gift of prophecy “speaketh unto men 
to edification, and exhortation, and com- 
fort. He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church . . . For 
if I pray in an unknown tongue, my 
spirit prayeth, but my understanding is 
unfruitful. What is it then? (What shall 
we do about it?) I will pray (both ways) 
with the spirit, and I will pray with the 


understanding also: I will sing (both 
ways) with the spirit, and I will sing 
with the understanding also . . . Breth- 


ren, be not children in understanding: 
howbeit in malice be ye children, but in 
understanding be men. (What a nice re- 
buke to most people’s ignorance.) In the 
law it is written, With men of other 
tongues and.other lips will I speak unto 
this people; and yet for all that they will 
not hear me, saith the Lord.” See Isa. 28: 
11, 12. There you will find the written 
law that Paul here referred to.

cool, calm, clean surrender once again 
until thou canst look into my face and 
say, Since my eyes beheld the King I 
have abhorred myself. Oh, that it might 
be no more I, but Christ that liveth in 
me, for indeed I must decrease but He 
must increase. 


If there are any in the world that need 
continual cleansing it is the busiest Chris- 
tian workers, lest we, while preaching to 
others, neglect our prayer and hidden life 
with Christ and our ownselves become a 
castaway. Oh, how pitiful it is today to 
see so many whose ministry is hampered, 
whose light has grown dim, whose arm 
has lost its strength, whose preaching has 
lost its power and all its glory because 
they have failed to be washed. They have 
failed to go back to the old time secret 
place of prayer where they saw Jesus on- 
ly in all His beauty, failed to go back 
where they got the old time power and 
began lifting up Christ. Jesus said, 
“And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me.” 

Now it is not enough to be washed 
clean from self-striving and self-boast- 
ing, not enough to be humble and aware 
of our utter dependence upon Him. Ruth 
was told she needed something else. How 
badly we need it today,—the anointing, 
the oil of the blessed Holy Ghost, oil to 
make the face shine, oil to help us preach 
the Word, oil to lubricate and keep us 
running smoothly without friction. Oh, 
how powerless, dry and empty is our 
preaching and all our efforts without the 
oil or the indwelling of the Holy Ghost! 
and yet, how many of us are without the 
oil today. Even as Aaron had the oil 
poured over his head until it ran down 
his beard and to the skirts of his gar- 
ments, so we need it today. 

Brother, sister, if you haven’t this oil 
in your lamp, if you haven’t been en- 
dowed with power from on high, if you 
have failed to receive the anointing, get 
down upon your knees and tarry until 
you do receive; convince yourself you 
have received the fullness until He has 
spoken for Himself. Go to the upper 
room; when you come down you won’t 
have to tell it, the power will tell for it- 
self. Get the oil, the joy, the fullness of 
God, “and put thy raiment upon thee.” 
Do you want a wedding garment? As 
soon as Ruth had washed herself and been 
anointed she was commanded to put her 
raiment upon her. We too, are bidden to 
don our wedding dress and prepare to 
meet the Bridegroom, Jesus Christ. This 
dress is a seamless dress, woven through- 
out day by day as we walk with the Mas- 
ter, changed into His image. His own 
dear righteousness is worked out in these 
poor lives of ours. This dress is for every 
one who will pay the price of a full sur- 
render and be filled with patience to the 
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intricate workmanship of making 


thereof. 

Now having put the raiment upon us 
what shall we do, pomp and strut and 
parade down the streets of spiritual pride 
and show each one who passes by what 
hard tests we went through, what mar- 
tyrdom has been ours and how perfect 
we are? Oh no, for quickly comes the 
message that was given to Ruth, “Wash 
thee, anoint thee, put thy raiment upon 
thee and get thee down to the floor, hum- 
ble thyself before the Lord.” Remember 
all our righteousness is as filthy rags and 
that which we have and are we owe to 
Him, the Giver of every good and per- 
fect gift. How many of us like to blow 
our trumpets or like to be seen? Listen, 
brother, sister, let us get down to the 
floor after the anointing has been on and 
in our lives. One of the best revivals I 
ever had was when we got down to the 
floor, when we lifted up Christ and not 
the evangelist, when we became a casta- 
way and the beauty of Him was seen in 
us. 

We like to tell how many were at our 
meeting and who we are and where we 
are from, how many were saved, sancti- 
fied, filled with the Holy Ghost and 
added to the church. That is good, won- 
derful, indeed, but oh, let thyself be a 
castaway for it was commanded Ruth, 
“Make not thyself known.” How many 
of us today are humble? If we be buried 
with Christ by baptism the old life is to 
be reckoned crucified. ’Tis not I that liv- 
eth, but Christ that liveth in me. A dead 
man need not rise and tell how dead he 
is. If he does he is dead no longer. Make 
not thyself known, that great, important, 
sanctified self. Lift Him up, glorify the 
Lord, worship, laud, honor and magnify 
His goodness to the children of men. 

Now as Ruth came softly into the 
threshing room and bowed herself lowly 
there, she joined herself at the feet of the 
lord of harvest, even Boaz, her bride- 
groom-to-be. So will it be with each one 
of us if we will come softly to the Mas- 
ter’s feet, for it is ever the lowly, hidden 
place on the threshing floors of life that 
we find ourselves like Ruth of old, at the 
feet of our blessed Lord. Let Him be the 
real Master of our souls and “‘wash thy- 
self therefore and anoint thee and put 
thy raiment upon thee and get thee down 
to the floor.”
